Refugee Fights 
Way Out of 
Red Embassy 


Stockholm, Feb. 5 (/P)— Sweden 


— A big brawny Latvian 
refugee 


said he fought his way out of the 
Sovie tEmbassy with a knife here 
jloday after being attacked by six 
Russians. 


The 25-year-old refugee, a lum- 


berman who has spent eight years 
in Sweden, said he was lured to 
the embassy by an Esthonian who 
befriend'ed him. The Russians, he 
declared, took him 
prisoner, at- 


tamp ted to seize his passport and 
threatened to fly him out of the 
country. 


The lumberman said he fought 


iis way to the exit. Trailed by two 


^Russians on foot and a Soviet Em- 
bassy car, he reached the safety 
of a Swedish factory where ho told 
his story to factory hands. 


Swedishpolice took the fugitive 


to Security Police headquarters for 
tf^estioning. The police refused to 
make any statements to the press. 


When police arrived at the fac- 


tory, the two Russians jumped' into 
the waiting embassy car and drove 
off.

United' States today was reported 
reviewing the question of whether 
Lo close all American embassies in 
Russian satellite countries.

dors to Iron Curtain countries had 
been tentatively set in Paris for 
the first week in March.
